railways were constructed, it assumes 
very naturally, that the roads have no 
earned the profits guaranteed them Tin 
der the law, and hence the Governo 
was right in vetoing a bill, which wonlc 
reduce their earnings below such a sum 
—a proposition that is also assumed, as 
its assumptions are always on the side o 
the monopolists. Now the fact is tha 
the Constitution and laws of New Yor 
provide that the legislature may alter o 
amend a charter, or mny impose new 
conditions such as the reduction o 
fares and freights, and that the term 
of the legislative act which brought them 
into being cannot be invoked to plnce 
them above the control of the peopl 
through their Legislature. This fac 
was known to the Fields, Tildtn, Sage 
and all the other railroad wreckers when 
they obtained their franchises, aud tbej 
went into the scheme with their eye 
open. Their business is reported to be 
exceedingly profitable, but they mad 
up a poor mouth to Cleveland, just n 
our Pacific Coast railroad magnates d 
to the Commissioners, and he was only 
too willing to listen to their rpquest 
aud.turn a deaf ear to the appeals o 
the people, 
The Record-Union is a 


Isast entitled to credit for consistency 
Reflecting the views of its proprietors 
it has always strenuously insisted tha 
railroads are private property, subjec 
only to the control of their owners, ant 
any attempt at legislative iuterferenc 
in their management is not only pernic 
ions but illegal. 
To have oppose 


Cleveland's veto, would have been tt 
condemn the theory of those whose or 
gan it is. The law of California, gi-ant 
ing the Central Pacific a charter, fixe 
a maximum rate that might be charged 
for freights and fares, and it was for a 
long time contended by the representa 
tives of the company, that any attemp 
to reduce such rates, would be an inter 
ference with vested rights, and an im- 
pairment of "the obligations o£ a con- 
tract." 
That doctrine has loqg since 


been exploded, but the principles in- 
volved in the elevated railroad case is 
the same, and was substantially reas- 
serted by Governor Cleveland in his 
veto. Cleveland's friends on this coast 
will beg that he be spared any further 
defense of this character. 


COTTOK IK 


An important 
experiment is now 


under trial at the ranch of Messrs. Hag 
gin & Carr, in Kern county, Cal. In- 
deed it may b« called a double experi- 
ment. Several years since it was con 
olnsively 
demonstrated 
that 
cotton 


could be successfully grown on the bot- 
tom lands, and reclaimed desert lands 
of that section, but tha industry proved 
unprofitable from the difficulty not only 
in obtaining cheap labor, but also labor 
accustomed to cotton cultivation. Early 
this year this enterprising firm above 
named determined to import a large 
number of cotton field hands from the 
Southern States; colored people who 
had served their lives in planting, culti- 
vating and picking cotton. The first 
experiment with the colored hands is 
said to have proved unsuccessful. The 
negroes became discontented and many 
of them broke their contracts and left. 
Nothing daunted by this result, more 
were brought oat, and it is now reported 
that the enterprise has proven a suc- 
cess. The new laborers are said to be 
industrious, skillful, intelligent and 
contented, and .with their families appear 
to be attached to their new homes, 
and the result of their labors is looked 
forward to with the utmost confidence 
that it will prove profitable and add 
another important industry to the many 
that are building up the Pacific Coast. 
Should these anticipations prove to be 
well founded, tha re ar« vast possibilities 
in store for the cotton industry in Cali- 
fornia. The great San Joaquiu Valley, 
the SaliuM Valley, which for years has j 


produced good tobacco, and various 
other extensive localities are well adapt- 
ed in soil and climate to the growth of 
cotton. Involved in the success of the 
enterprise are the questions of trans- 
portation charges, either to the taetern 
manufacturing centers or to San Fran- 
cisco, and the feasability of profitably 
manufacturing cotton fabrics near the 
source whence the raw material is sup- 
plied. The ultimate outcome of the ex- 
periment will be looked forward to with 
great interest.

BliAINE AND THE 1B1SH. 


How Oarffleld's Secretary of State 


Twice Interfered to Tatae tut 
Insttman Ont of au English Jail 


E. P. Brooks, in the Feoria Evening 


Call, relates important facts in the re- 
cord of Mr. Blaine while Secretary of 
State, 
showing 
how 
he defended 


O'Mahoney and other Irish from the 
English. Says Mr. Brooks: 


Under Mr. Secretary Evarts I went 


abroad as consul at Cork, Ireland, the 
most turbulent and disaffected anti- 
British consular jurisdiction in that un- 
fortunate country. 
In due course Mr. 


Blaine succeeded Mr. Evarts as Secre- 
tary of State, and during tha entire 
period of his service in that department, 
and until after Mr. Frelinghuysen had 
in turn succeeded him, I remained in 
that official capacity. It was while Mr. 
Blaine was at the head of affairs in 
Washington that the Parnell movement 
reached its victorious culmination, and 
was followed by sporadic attempts at 
rabellion here and there all over the 
island. Those attempts opened and 
closed the doors of British prisons upon 
hundreds of brave aud perhaps fool- 
hardy and misguided men, known in 
newspaper 
phrase 
as 
"suspects.' 


Among them were a dozen or more 
naturalzed American citizens, some ol 
whom instantly appealed to the nearest 
consular officer for relief, raleuss or 
protection. The first case of this kind 
was that of Michael Buy-ton, brother o; 
the swimmer, at Dublin. The second 
was that of Henry O'Mahoney, of Bal- 
hydebob. County Cork. Boyton's case 
of which I know very little, was at- 
tended to by Consul Burrows, at Dub 
lin. O'Mahoney's 
fell 
to 
my lot 


O'Mahoney's wife wrote to me in his 
behalf, and I went there very soon 
thereafter, at my own expense, to the 
Limerick jail to investigate his claims 
I found he had been nn American citi- 
zen, had served in the Union army auc 
had returned to Ireland, where he hac 
been elected to and exercised the func- 
tionss of the office of poor law guard- 
ian. 
It struck me that he had forfeited 


by the latter act all right to American 
protection. 
But I wrote to Consu 


General Badeau, then in London, and 
to Minister Lowell, making out as 
strong a case for O'Mahoney as possi- 
ble. Some time passed, and I received 
no answer to my dispatch. Meanwhile 
I sent a full statement to the department 
osking for instructions in the premises 
und complaining that Minister Loweli 
had neglected to take notice of my offi- 
cial communications to him. Long be- 
fore I heard anything from Mr. Lowel; 
and quickly as the ocean steamers could 
bring it I received a dispatch from the 
department, sent directly by Secretary 
Blaine, approving all I had done for 
O'Mahoney and ordering me to pursue 
the same course in other similar cases 
whiuh had then arisen. What instruc- 
tions, if any, the secretary sent to 
Minister Lowell I do not pretend to 
know. But from that moment there 
was a difference in the treatment my 
communications received at the legation 
in London. Mr. Lowell issued a circu- 
lar letter liablo to be construed as mak- 
ing a distinction between native and 
naturalized Americans, and giving gen- 
eral instiuctions to his subordinates 
regarding the questions at issue in 
those suspect cases. Right on the heels 
of 
this 
circular, and of Secretary 


Elaine's dispatch to me, O'Mahoney 
was released. The inference is too paliu 
to require any elucidation. Protection 
to American citizens, of whatever na- 
tivity, in the land of their birth, was 
then for once avferted, despite Minister 
Lowell's subservient explanations of 
the local supremacy of British laws in 
that region. 
But, alas! O'Mahoney re- 


fused to stay released. Instead of 
quietly attending to his personal affairs 
and abstaining from interfering in the 
polities of a "friendly power," heat 
ones returned to the stump as the most 
violent agitator in the south of Ireland. 
He denounced the British Government 
and blackguarded Queen Victoria from 
the -steps of public buildings in Cork 
and in consequence was rearroated, sent 
bock to the Limerick jail and incarcer- 
ated as before. For the second time, 
as the result of Secretary Elaine's vigor- 
ous policy of protection, he was freed 
from his dungeon, although his actual 
release was not effected until after Mr. 
Frelinghuysen came into office.

The States, Maine. Wisconsin and 


Michigan—each claims to have organ- 
ized the Republican party. 
Perhaps 


Wisconsin is really entitled to the 
honor. Ou the last day of February, 
1854, a meeting had been held at Ripou 
in that State, comprised of both Whiga 
and Democrats, that resolved that in 
the event of Congress passing the Kan- 
sas-Nebraska bill, they 
would fling 


their old affiliations to the wind, and 
join in a determined movement to op- 
pose the further extension of slavery. 
The first convention on this platform— 
which may be called the first Republi- 
can platform—convened on the 6th of 
July of that year, and nominated Kins- 
ley S. Biiighum for Governor, who was 
elected by an overwhelming majority. 
Ohio followed Michigan iu the samu 
direction, and at a State Convention 
nominated a ticket that swept the field, 
The next year, in 1855, New Yorkers 
iu convention abandoned 
their old 


name of "Whig" and adopted the Wis- 
consin name "Republican." In other 
States the party of "bolters" from both 
the Whig and Democratic ranks were 
designated as "Anti-Nebraskas." 
In 


185G they met in a National Convention 
and nominated John C. Fremont for 
the Presidency, and the Republican 
party for the second time under that 
name came into existence.
